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N presenting  these  lists  of  sales  of  pictures  under  the  date  of 
the  year  in  which  they  occurred,  it  will  be  understood  that 
they  do  not  include  every  picture  sold  by  auction  during  the 
long  period  covered.  To  have  attempted  such  a record  as 
that  would  have  been  to  enter  upon  a task  impossible  to  complete, 
since  the  catalogues  of  most  of  the  early  sales  are  lost,  and  those  of 
later  date  which  have  been  preserved  rarely  contain  the  prices  and  names 
of  purchasers.  The  present  lists,  therefore,  are  to  be  regarded  only  as  a 
selection  from  sale  catalogues  in  the  British  Museum  Library,  from  the 
extensive  and  continuous  series  of  sales  at  Christie’s  preserved  in  proper 
order  from  the  year  1767,  and  those  in  the  offices  of  other  auctioneers,  as  well 
as  from  many  others  in  my  own  collection.  In  making  this  selection  it  was 
necessary,  in  order  to  bring  the  work  within  reasonable  compass,  to  take 
those  pictures  which  possess  interest  either  on  account  of  price  at  different 
times  of  sale,  or  for  some  points  of  ownership  and  artistic  connection  having 
their  value  in  tracing  the  identity  of  a picture,  or  affording  some  historical 
and  biographical  information.  Therefore,  although  the  rule  of  price  within 
a certain  limit  of  about  ^"ioo  has  been  observed  throughout  for  oil  paintings, 
and  a lower  rate  for  water-colour  drawings,  this  has  in  many  cases  been 
relaxed,  so  as  to  include  pictures  to  which  some  interest  attaches  independent 
of  mere  price.  But  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  many  pictures  and 
drawings  are  named,  with  the  prices,  in  the  accounts  of  the  various  sales 
given  in  the  preceding  volume,  to  which  reference  should  be  made  in 
searching  for  any  particular  picture. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  in  some  of  the  early  sales  the  prices  are  not 
given,  though  the  title  of  the  picture  and  the  name  of  the  vendor  are 
recorded.  The  omission  generally  occurs  in  the  sales  by  auctioneers  who 
have  long  ago  disappeared,  leaving  no  successors  to  whom  their  catalogues 
would  be  handed  down  for  reference.  The  facts  of  the  sale  of  a picture  of  a 
certain  subject  by  a painter  named,  and  the  property  of  a person  also  named, 
are  matter  for  history,  although  the  record  is  deficient  as  to  the  price.  This, 
however,  it  will  be  found,  has  been  frequently  supplied  from  the  collection  of 
old  catalogues,  priced  by  some  one  who  was  present  at  the  sale,  which  has  been 
formed  by  myself  during  the  time  that  my  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
subject.  In  many  of  these  instances  the  prices  as  well  as  the  titles  of  the 
pictures,  and  the  names  of  the  masters  to  whom  they  were  attributed  at  the 
time,  are  probably  matters  of  additional  and  new  information  to  most 
persons  who  take  an  interest  in  tracing  the  traditions  of  picture  sales. 

As  the  chief  purpose  of  this  work  is  to  afford  information  relating  to  sales 
by  auction,  any  critical  remarks  upon  the  authenticity  or  merits  of  a picture 
have  generally  been  avoided  ; and  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  the  record  of 
the  sale  guarantees  the  authenticity  of  a picture.  So  also,  in  reference  to  the 
dates  of  birth  and  death  of  artists  added  in  parentheses  ; these  are  given  simply 
to  save  the  trouble  of  referring  to  dictionaries,  and  not  with  any  intention 
of  complete  biographical  statement. 

It  has  to  be  explained  that  in  referring  to  the  lists  in  this  volume  the 
names  given  as  the  purchasers  are  not  unfrequently  those  of  agents  acting 
on  commission  for  a client  ; or  as  sometimes  occurs,  that  of  a friend  whose 
name  appears  for  the  actual  purchaser.  Where  the  name  of  any  well-known 
dealer  occurs,  and  no  note  is  appended,  it  is  to  be  concluded  that  any  further 
information  as  to  the  present  owner  of  a picture  may  be  obtained  from  the 
person  who  appears  as  the  purchaser.  It  sometimes  happens  that  names 
entirely  fictitious  are  entered  in  the  sale  catalogues  when  the  real  name 
of  the  purchaser  is  kept  secret.  Therefore,  if  any  doubt  is  felt  about  a name, 
it  will  probably  be  cleared  up  by  further  inquiry.  Where,  however,  it  was 
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an  open  secret  at  the  time  of  sale  who  the  actual  purchaser  was,  and 
whose  name  was  mentioned  by  those  well  informed  in  these  matters 
who  could  be  relied  upon,  then  the  name  so  stated  has  been  recorded  in 
the  lists.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  we  must  respect  the 
confidence  placed  in  auctioneers  by  their  clients,  and  I have  felt  that 
although  the  name  of  a seller  had  become  known,  it  was  not  always  to  be 
published.  With  this  view  I have  adopted  the  term  “ N.  N.”  (no  name) 
in  various  cases. 

The  long  and  tedious  work  of  selecting  from  the  old  catalogues  of  sales 
at  Christie’s  involved  an  amount  of  labour  at  the  offices  of  the  auctioneers 
which  could  not  be  got  through  in  the  time  by  myself  alone.  In  this 
I have  been  assisted  by  my  friend  Mr.  R.  N.  James,  of  whose  general 
acquaintance  with  the  subject  I had  experience,  and  whose  industry  and 
intelligence  could  be  relied  upon  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  work  correctly 
according  to  my  instructions,  both  at  Christie’s  and  in  searching  the  old 
sale  catalogues  at  the  British  Museum.  It  is  a pleasure  to  acknowledge 
the  ability  and  interest  in  the  work  which  he  has  shown  in  making  the 
references  required,  the  results  of  which  have  contributed  much  towards  the 
details  of  the  subject. 

In  dealing  with  such  a mass  of  intricate  matter  of  figures,  dates,  names, 
and  titles,  all  of  which  had  to  be  digested  and  condensed,  the  difficulty  of 
arriving  at  perfect  accuracy  must  be  obvious  to  all  who  have  had  any 
experience  in  work  of  this  nature.  The  liability  to  error  is  continual,  both 
at  the  outset  in  copying  out,  and  afterwards  through  the  inevitable  accidents 
of  printing,  which,  from  mere  mechanical  displacement,  may  easily  convert  a 
unit  into  a hundred  or  a thousand.  I can  only  say  in  apology  for  omissions 
and  mistakes  overlooked,  and  those  discovered  too  late  to  be  corrected  in  the 
press,  but  most  of  which  are  set  right  in  the  errata , that  they  have  not 
occurred  from  any  lack  of  incessant  revision,  both  by  myself  and  by  the  printer, 
whose  careful  attention  in  such  difficult  work  must  be  admitted  to  be  highly 
creditable  to  his  craft. 
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The  blank  spaces  left  at  the  end  of  each  list  of  a painter’s  works  are 
expressly  intended  for  any  notes  or  additions  that  may  occur  to  the  reader. 
This  plan  was  thought  preferable  to  that  of  interleaves,  which  would  have 
involved  serious  increase  of  bulk. 

At  the  close  of  my  arduous  task,  it  remains  to  be  said  that  it  could 
not  have  been  accomplished  had  it  not  been  for  the  facilities  afforded  in  the 
most  cordial  and  handsome  manner  by  Messrs.  Christie,  Manson  & Woods, 
who  have  allowed  constant  access  to  their  invaluable  collection  of  cata- 
logues, and  given  every  accommodation  to  my  assistant,  Mr.  James,  while 
working  continually  at  these  catalogues  in  their  office  for  many  months.  My 
acknowledgments  can  hardly  be  adequately  expressed  for  this  advantage. 
Besides  this,  my  thanks  are  due  personally  to  Mr.  Christie  and  Mr.  Woods 
for  their  obliging  readiness  to  afford  information  upon  questions  of  interest 
in  reference  to  past  sales,  as  well  as  those  occurring  at  the  time  of  sale. 
As  to  this,  indeed,  it  would  be  an  omission  on  my  part  not  to  express  my 
obligations  for  the  assistance  uniformly  rendered  by  every  member  of  the  staff 
at  Christie’s  whenever  information  has  been  sought. 
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HOSE  who  have  not  gone  into  the  antiquity  of  auctions,  will  be  inter- 
ested to  know  that  the  institution  is  of  very  ancient  origin,  probably  much 
older  than  the  highly  civilized  condition  of  society  in  the  times  of  the 
ancient  Greeks  and  Romans,  of  whose  custom  and  mode  of  sellino-  in 

o 

this  manner  there  are  direct  records,  and  from  which  ours  has  obviously 
been  handed  down.  This  is  seen  by  our  word  being  derived  from  the  Latin  “ Auctio,” 
signifying  an  increasing  or  enhancement — a raising  of  the  price  by  calling  out  the  sum 
which  the  object  to  be  sold  is  thought  to  be  worth.  There  is  something  evidently  quite 
suggestive  of  barbaric  custom  in  such  a process,  and  like  other  customs  it  is  none  the  less 
well  founded  in  practical  utility,  its  essential  purpose  being  to  force  a sale  and  obtain 
money  paid  down.  It  originated  no  doubt  on  the  field  of  battle,  when  the  spoils  of  war 
were  taken  by  the  conqueror,  and  such  rough  and  ready  means  of  disposing  of  them  were 
conducted  by  sticking  a spear  into  the  ground  to  attract  notice,  and  as  the  centre  to  which 
the  booty  was  brought  to  be  viewed.  Thus  this  was  called  a sale  “ Sub  kasba,”  under  the 
spear.  But  as  the  practice  became  adopted  in  civil  life,  it  was  regulated  and  furnished 
with  proper  officers,  though  it  does  not  appear  that  the  auctioneer  was  one  of  the  profes- 
sions of  ancient  Rome  ; for  these  sales  were  presided  over  by  a magistrate,  “ magister 
auctionis  ” who  adjudged,  “ addixit ,”  by  some  significant  action  and  word,  the  sale  to  the 
highest  bidder.  The  price  offered  was  called  out  in  a loud  voice  by  a special  officer 
named  the  “ pneco,”  a sort  of  herald  or  crier  whose  duty  it  was  also  to  make  known  before- 
hand in  the  public  places,  that  a sale  would  take  place  at  a certain  time  of  such  and  such 
articles.  This  was  precisely  what  many  will  remember  to  have  witnessed  in  country  towns 
when  the  crier,  sometimes  dressed  in  a cocked-hat  and  braided  coat  as  a municipal  officer, 
went  his  round  ringing  his  bell  and  stopping  at  the  corners  of  streets  and  in  the  market- 
place to  cry  out  the  notice  of  the  sale  ; and  in  some  old-fashioned  towns  he  began  by  shouting 
out  the  words,  “ O yes  ! O yes  ! O yes  ! ” corrupted  from  the  old  Norman  French  “ Oyez  !” 
as  I have  myself  frequently  heard  when  a boy.  But  this  “ prseco,”  at  the  ancient  Roman 

auction,  was  certainly  permitted  to  assume  a more  independent  position,  for  he  was  expected 
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to  amuse  the  company  with  his  remarks  as  well  as  to  call  out  the  biddings  : so  that  he 
was  really  the  prototype  of  the  modern  auctioneer.  And  it  is  natural  to  suppose  that  the 
aptness  and  ability  of  the  “prseco”  in  contributing  to  the  success  of  a sale  by  pointing  out 
the  merits  of  the  article  offered  by  his  judicious  eulogy  or  witty  remarks,  gave  him  no 
small  importance,  and  made  him  a person  specially  qualified  to  be  entrusted  with  this  sort 
of  duty.  This  led,  very  probably,  in  the  end  to  the  business  of  the  professed  auctioneer  of 
modern  times.  The  ancient  Romans,  however,  being  as  fond  of  officers  and  system  as  the 
modern  French,  kept  the  “ prmco’  to  his  province,  and  employed  another  official  to  receiv  e 
the  money,  who  was  the  “ Argentarius  ” or  money-broker,  and  whose  duty  was  to  take  the 
money  or  a security,  give  a receipt  for  it,  and  account  for  the  whole  sale  to  the  proprietor. 
All  kinds  of  property  were  sold  in  this  way,  real  and  personal,  and  especially  slaves,  who 
were  made  to  stand  upon  a stone,  just  as  they  were  in  America  and  the  West  Indies  in 
our  own  time,  before  the  abolition  of  that  inhuman  custom.  Allusions  are  frequent  in 
ancient  writers  to  such  sales  by  auction,  of  “ Signa  ” — “ tabulae  pictae  ” — vases,  utensils  and 
all  that  we  should  call  “brie  a brae.”  Thus  Juvenal  (Sat.  vii.  10), 

“ (Et  vendas  potius)  commissu  quod  audio  vendit 
Stantibus,  cenophorum,  tripodes,  armaria,  cistas.” 

“(And  you  may  sell  if  you  prefer  it)  anything  by  commission  that  at  auction  is  sold  to  the  bystanders  a 
wine-basket,  tripods,  cabinets,  caskets.” 

And  again  when  he  satirizes  the  fashion  that  had  come  in  of  women  taking  part  in 
gladiatorial  exhibitions  in  the  arena, 

“ Quale  decus  rerum  si  conjugis  audio  fiat 
Balteus,  et  Manicse,  et  Cristce  crurisque  sinistri 
Dimidium  tegmen ! 

. . . . Tu  felix,  Ocreas  vendente  Puella.” 

[“  A fine  state  of  things  if  an  auction  should  be  held  of  your  wife’s  belt  and  gauntlets,  her  plumes,  and  the 
guard  that  half  covers  her  left  leg  ! * * * * You  will  be  a lucky  fellow  when  the  young  woman  sells  her  greaves’ 
(leggings).]  That  is  to  say,  when  she  gives  up  gladiatorial  combats  for  those  of  an  amatory  character.  Mr. 
Christie  quoted  this  upon  the  title-page  of  his  catalogue  of  the  sale  of  the  books,  and  jewels,  etc.,  belonging  to  the 
so-called  Chevalier  D’Eon  in  1813  (see  Vol.  I.). 

The  phrase  is  found  “ adesse  ad  tabulam  ” — that  is,  “ to  attend  an  auction  as  a bidder 
the  “tabulam”  being  the  notice-board  on  which  the  sale  was  advertised;  and  the  term 
“ liceor  ” was  used  to  mean  “ bidding.”  The  “ auctio  hereditaria,"  was  applied  to  the  sale 
of  the  whole  of  a deceased  man’s  property  for  the  purpose  of  division  amongst  his  heirs. 

During  the  siege  of  Rome  by  Pyrrhus  the  land  on  which  his  army  was  encamped 
was  sold  by  auction,  and  this  is  said  to  have  made  him  despair  of  success.  Livy 
relates  the  sale  by  auction  of  a field  not  far  from  Rome  during  the  second  Punic  War, 
which  at  the  very  time  was  occupied  by  Hannibal’s  Camp.  Horus,  a later  writer,  refers 
to  the  same  circumstance  as  a proof  of  the  old  Roman  courage  under  misfortune.  The 
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“proscriptio  bonorum  ” originally  signified  the  advertisement  of  a public  sale  by  auction, 
and  thus  when  afterwards  the  property  of  persons  put  to  death  by  order  of  Sulla  was  sold, 
such  persons  were  called  “ proscriptiC  Cicero  (b.c.  8o)  refers  to  such  a sale,  in  his 
famous  speech  pro  Roscio,  of  the  property  of  his  client’s  father,  at  which  there  was  sold  an 
“ authepsa” — some  kind  of  “ self-cooking  ” or  “ self-boiling  ” vessel  (avO&prjs),  supposed  to 
have  been  made  of  silver  or  of  some  costly  substance  like  the  Corinthian  and  Delian 
vessels— the  biddings  for  which  were  so  high  that  the  passers-by  hearing  the  prices  called 
out  by  the  “ praeco  ” thought  that  a farm  was  being  sold.*  That  any  regular  place  of  sale 
by  auction  of  works  of  art  existed  in  ancient  Rome  has  not  been  discovered,  and  no  trace 
of  such  an  institution  can  be  found. f The  Romans  were  evidently  so  completely  satisfied 
with  this  mode  of  sale  as  a legal  process,  that  they  adopted  it  on  one  of  the  greatest 
occasions  in  their  history,  when  the  Praetorian  Guard  having  become  the  military  masters 
of  the  Empire,  actually  “put  up”  the  whole  Empire  to  auction  and  sold  it  to  Didius 
Julianus  on  March  28th,  a.d.  193.  Gibbon’s  graphic  account  of  this  is  worth  quoting. 
After  relating  how  the  Praetorians,  then  a powerful  body  of  more  than  10,000  well-armed 
men  enlisted  from  all  parts  of  the  vast  empire,  had  violated  the  throne  and  murdered 
Pertinax,  and  that  Sulpicianus  had  entered  the  Praetorian  camp,  which  was  fortified  on  the 
Celian  and  Ouirinal  hills,  and  was  treating  with  the  soldiers  for  the  Imperial  dignity  by  “ the 
only  effectual  argument”  (money),  when  some  of  them,  thinking  they  should  not  get  “a 
just  price  for  so  valuable  a commodity,  ran  out  upon  the  ramparts,  and  with  a loud 
voice  proclaimed  that  the  Roman  world  was  to  be  disposed  of  to  the  best  bidder  by  public 
auction.”  This  “most  insolent  excess  of  military  license”  raised  universal  indignation  in 
the  city,  and  Didius  Julianus,  a wealthy  senator,  heard  of  it  while  at  dinner  with  his  family, 
who  persuaded  him  he  deserved  the  throne,  and  urged  him  to  seize  the  opportunity.  “The 
vain  old  man  hastened  to  the  Praetorian  camp  and  began  to  bid  against  Sulpicianus  from 
the  foot  of  the  ramparts  messengers  passed  telling  the  offers  of  the  rival  bidders. 
Sulpicianus  bid  5,000  drachms  as  a “donative  ” to  every  soldier,  i.e.,  above  ^160.  Julian 
advanced  to  6,250=above  ^200;  beyond  which  there  was  no  further  bid,  and  he  was 
declared  the  purchaser.  At  the  same  time  the  gates  were  thrown  open,  and  he  was 
proclaimed  Emperor,  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  from  the  soldiers,  who  conducted  him 

* Another  very  valuable  vessel  for  which  large  prices  were  paid  was  the  “ Vas  Murrhinum,”  a wine-cup 
of  variegated  colours  introduced  by  Pompey,  who  dedicated  them  to  Jupiter  Capitolinus,  but  what  they  were 
made  of  is  not  known ; some  say  of  onyx,  or  glass,  or,  as  Pliny  describes,  of  earthenware  fired,  or  porcelain 
of  China,  according  to  Sir  W.  Gell  called  “ Mirrha  di  Smyrna  ” at  Pompeii  as  late  as  1555,  and  Propertius  speaks 
of  “ Murreaque  in  Parthis  pocula  cocta  focis.”  Seventy  talents  was  a common  price  for  these,  and  Nero  gave  300 
for  a murrhine  drinking-cup. 

f I am  indebted  to  my  friend  Mr.  R.  Clement  Davis  for  the  translation  of  Juvenal  and  the  interesting 
references  above  given,  and  he  assures  me  of  this. 
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in  battle  array  to  the  Senate  House  and  the  Palace,  where  the  first  thing  that  confronted 
him  was  the  headless  body  of  his  predecessor,  the  amiable  PertinaxT 

Thus  much  can  be  said  as  to  the  antiquity  of  the  auction  ; but  though  no  doubt  the 
custom  of  selling  in  this  way  was  universally  adopted  and  continued  during  “ the  dark  ages,” 
and  throughout  the  15th  and  16th  centuries,  it  is  not  till  late  in  the  17th  century  that  we 
find  any  records  in  the  shape  of  catalogues  of  sales  of  pictures  and  other  works  of  art. 
As  to  the  often  repeated  statement  that  the  famous  collection  of  Charles  I.  was  sold  by 
auction,  it  has  already  been  shown  in  the  account  of  that  transaction  (see  Vol.  I.)  that  no 
such  auction  ever  took  place  in  1649  or  at  any  time,  but  that  those  pictures  which  were  sold 
were  disposed  of  by  “ private  contract,”  through  various  agents,  after  somewhat  prolonged 
negotiation  extending  over  three  or  four  years.  It  is  almost  superfluous  to  say  that 
in  those  days  the  auction-room  as  we  know  it  did  not  exist,  and  sales  were  conducted 
either  at  the  house  of  the  owner,  generally  after  decease,  or  at  a public  room  hired  for  the 
purpose,  such  as  “ The  Auction  House”  in  Ave  Maria  Lane,  at  “Tom’s  Coffee  House,”  at 
“ The  Outroper’s  Office  ” in  the  Royal  Exchange,  at  “ The  Canary  House,”  at  Wills’s,  etc. 
There  are  catalogues  in  the  British  Museum  library  of  sales  at  those  places  during  the 
last  quarter  of  the  17th  century,  some  of  which  have  already  been  noticed.  It  might  be 
expected  that  Samuel  Pepys  would  afford  us  some  account  of  sales  of  pictures  by  auction, 
but  he  does  not  say  that  there  was  any  auction  going  on  at  the  “ Barber-Surgeons’  Hall  ” 
in  Monkwell  Street,  when  he  writes  (Aug.  28,  1668)  “ Harris  (the  actor)  and  I to 
Chyrurgeon’s  Hall  where  they  are  building  it  new  very  fine  ; and  then  to  see  their  theatre 
which  stood  all  the  fire,  and  (which  was  our  business)  their  great  picture  of  Holbein’s, 
thinking  to  have  bought  it,  by  the  help  of  Mr.  Pierre  (a  surgeon),  for  a little  money.  I 
did  think  to  give  ^200  for  it,  it  being  said  to  be  worth  ^1000  ; but  it  is  so  spoiled  that  I 
have  no  mind  to  it,  and  it  is  not  a pleasant,  though  a good  picture.”  d his  famous  picture 
of  Henry  VIII.  granting  the  charter  to  the  Barber-Surgeons  was  not  to  be  offered  for 
sale,  but  Pepys  was  canny  enough  to  think  that  as  it  was  said  to  be  so  damaged  in  the 
hie  the  company  might,  through  the  interposition  of  his  friend  Mr.  Pierre,  be  induced  to 
sell  it  at  his  price.  He  first  discovered  that  the  picture  was  not  to  be  sold,  and  then  that 
it  was  ‘ so  spoiled  ’ ; the  fact  being  that  it  was  very  little  injured. f 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  add  how,  in  little  more  than  two  months,  Septimus  Severus  deposed  Julian, 
and  had  him  executed  as  a common  criminal.  But  what  strikes  us  as  so  extraordinary,  if  our  computations 
are . correct,  is  the  enormous  sums  of  money  obtained  for  these  transactions,  and  which,  no  doubt,  were  paid. 
Besides  the  sum  paid  by  Julian  amounting  to  over  two  millions,  it  is  recorded  that  Septimus  Severus  promised 
e\ery  soldier  of  his  Pannoman  army  T400,  and  that  this  money  was  paid  them  afterwards  at  Rome,  when  the 
Praetorian  Guard  had  been  suppressed  and  banished  by  the  stern  power  of  Severus  and  his  army. 

t I can  testify  to  this,  as  I was  engaged  to  examine  and  report  upon  the  condition  of  this  and  the  other 
pictures  belonging  to  the  Barbers  Company  in  1875.  I found  it  more  disfigured  by  the  painting  of  some 
“ restorer”  than  by  any  other  injuries. 
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The  large  collection  of  pictures  and  drawings  by  the  old  masters  which  Sir  Peter  Lely 
formed  during  his  successful  career  of  more  than  forty  years  in  England,  was  certainly  sold 
in  16S8,  which  would  be  some  seven  or  eight  years  after  his  death  (see  Vol.  I.  1688). 
Horace  Walpole  says  by  auction,  which  lasted  forty  days  producing  ,£26,000;  but 
Dallaway  makes  a note  upon  this  : “ doubts  are  entertained  of  this  great  amount,”  and  he 
gives  the  sum  as  exhibited  before  the  Master  in  Chancery — £(8,757  115.  (see  Vol.  I.  Lely 
Sale).  It  must  be  considered  doubtful  whether  any  auction  took  place,  as  special  per- 
mission was  granted  to  Grinling  Gibbons,  the  well-known  sculptor  and  wood  carver,  and 
Parry  Watson,  “to  expose  to  sale  at  the  Banqueting  House,  Whitehall,  Sir  Peter  Lely’s 
collection,  at  nine  in  the  morning  and  two  in  the  afternoon  from  day  to  day.”  Had  there 
been  an  auction,  the  collection  would  have  been  completely  disposed  of  at  that  time,  which 
was  not  the  case,  for  the  sale  was  adjourned  and  there  was  another  sale  on  April  16,  1668. 
It  is  remarkable  that  Sir  Peter  lived  for  some  twenty  years  in  the  house  at  the  north-east 
corner  of  the  Piazza,  Covent  Garden,  where  he  died,  and  which  was  afterwards  occupied 
by  Mr.  Cock,  the  auctioneer  of  pictures,  whose  successor  was  Mr.  Langford  in  the  same 
business  in  the  time  of  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  and  where  George  Robins  of  our  early 
days  carried  on  his  successful  auctions.  It  was  in  the  front  rooms,  above  the  ground  floor, 
long  since  the  principal  room  of  the  Tavistock  Hotel,  that  Richard  Wilson,  the  landscape 
painter,  lived  and  painted  his  pictures. 

The  collection  of  William  de  Ruyck  of  Antwerp,  was  brought  over  by  himself  and  sold 
in  London  in  1690.  At  this  time  we  find  the  first  account  of  any  auction-room  established 
in  London,  and  this  was  in  the  then  most  fashionable  locality  of  Covent  Garden,  where 
some  of  the  nobility  and  all  the  literati  and  connoisseurs  either  had  houses  or  lodgings, 
and  where  on  an  afternoon  the  idle  men  and  beaux  of  the  town  came  to  take  their  lounge 
under  the  Piazza.  One  enterprising  auctioneer  named  Edward  Millington  established  a 
sale-room  here,  which  he  called  ‘ The  Vendu,’  next  Bedford  Gate,  Charles  Street.*  His 
sales  were  in  the  winter,  and  began  at  four  in  the  afternoon,  an  hour  evidently  chosen  to 
suit  the  convenience  of  the  fashionable  world.  But  as  it  was  dark  at  that  hour  he  had 
arranged  some  special  mode  of  artificial  lighting  by  which,  as  he  says,  1 the  pictures  may  be 
seen  as  well  as  by  day.’  When  the  London  season  was  over  and  the  fashionables  flitted 
for  their  spring  to  Tunbridge  Wells,  then  rising  into  note  as  a health  resort,  Millington 
carried  his  pictures  and  curios  there,  as  he  says  in  his  catalogue,  “ for  the  diversion  and 
entertainment  of  the  gentlemen  and  ladies.”  And  no  doubt  these  were  fine  times  for  the 
copyists  and  forgers  of  their  ‘ rare  old  masters  ’ which  it  was  then  becoming  the  correct 

* This  street  was  named  after  Charles  I.,  having  been  built  in  1637,  and  the  name  was  changed  into  Upper 
Wellington  Street  in  1844,  which  it  was  a mistake  to  do,  as  it  destroyed  the  local  identity. 
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thing  for  people  to  talk  about,  however  little  they  knew  of  the  history  or  the  art  of  the 
great  masters  whose  names  they  bandied  about  with  so  much  pretence. 

Millington  probably  attracted  all  the  sales  of  pictures  to  his  “ Vendu”  ; but  we  meet 
with  the  sale  of  the  collection  belonging  to  a Mr.  Joye,a  Deputy-Governor  of  the  notorious 
South  Sea  Company,  at  their  warehouse,  Merchant  Taylors’  Hall,  the  date  of  which  was 
about  1720.  It  was  probably  about  this  time  that  Mr.  Cock  began  his  business  as  an 
auctioneer  of  pictures  and  curiosities,  but  whether  he  had  any  connection  with  Millington 
as  his  successor  cannot  be  stated.  At  any  rate  he  seems  to  have  been  well  established  by 
1733,  for  we  have  a catalogue  of  the  collection  of  Sir  Robert  Cotton  sold  by  him  “ at  his 
rooms  under  the  Great  Piazza  Covent  Garden’  (see  Vol.  I.,  1 73 3)-  ^r-  Cock  evidently 

became  the  first  man  of  his  day,  as  it  was  he  who  sold  at  his  rooms  in  1 74 1 the  most 
remarkable  collection  of  that  time,  formed  by  Edward  Harley  Earl  of  Oxford,  an  account  of 
which  is  eiven  under  that  date  in  the  first  volume.  Hogarth  used  to  visit  Cock’s  auction 
room,  where  he  observed  how  readily  pictures  of  all  kinds  were  sold,  and  it  was  this  that 
induced  him  to  try  the  plan  with  an  auction  of  his  own  at  his  house,  as  related  (Vol.  I. 
1745),  When  Langford  afterwards  succeeded  to  this  business,  the  taste  for  collecting 
pictures  by  the  old  masters  was  increasing.  The  first  exhibition  of  pictures  by  English 
artists  was  opened  in  1760  in  the  Strand  opposite  Beaufort  Buildings;  a collection  of 
sculpture  was  formed  by  the  Duke  of  Richmond  and  opened  for  the  iree  use  of  students  in 
his  house  near  Whitehall,  where  now  stands  Richmond  Terrace.  The  artists  could  not 
agree  over  their  exhibition,  and  there  was  a split  among  them,  which  led  to  a section 
applying  to  an  auctioneer  in  Spring  Gardens  for  the  hire  of  his  rooms  as  a place  of 
exhibition  in  1 769.  Who  this  auctioneer  was  is  not  mentioned,  it  may  have  been  Prestage  and 
Hobbs,”'  whose  names  appear  in  some  old  catalogues  as  far  back  as  1750.  Peter  Coxe 
sold  there  in  1794,  and  Skinner  and  Dyke  sold  there  in  1 795.  There  is  a letter 
published  in  the  St.  James’s  Chronicle , April  25,  1761,  alluding  to  the  sales  of  pictures  going 
on,  which  begins  : “ It  is  a well-known  melancholy  truth  that  the  tribe  of  auctioneers, 
connoisseurs,  picture-dealers,  brokers,  menders,  &c.,  &c.,  have  monopolised  the  trade  of 
pictures,  and  by  their  authority,  interest,  and  artifices  with  the  great,  have  made  it  a matter 
of  ridicule  to  purchase  any  modern  production  or  encourage  an  English  artist.  By  this 

* James  Barry,  R.A.,  in  his  letter  to  the  Dilettanti  Society,  1797,  has  a remark,  “I  remember  meeting  Mr. 
Wilson  ” (R.  Wilson,  R.A.),  “ one  day  looking  over  a collection  of  pictures  at  Prestage’s  auction  room.  On  his 
pointing  out  with  much  enthusiasm  some  excellence  in  the  middle  distance  of  a picture,  to  which  he  wished  to 
direct  my  attention,  said  I,  ‘ Surely  there  is  no  man  living  who  is  able  to  paint  a landscape  of  so  much  excellence.’ 
I saw  his  countenance  lower  like  a tempest  gathering  on  his  own  Snowdon.  Seizing  him  by  the  elbow,  ‘ My  dear 
Wilson,’  said  I,  ‘ don’t  be  angry.  I only  wanted  to  show  you  to  what  use  your  remark  might  be  converted  by  such 
men  as  the  Doctors  Chauncy  or  Bragge.”  These  doctors  were  great  admirers  of  Claude,  and  Chauncy  once 
bought  the  famous  ‘ Enchanted  Castle.’  Barry  afterwards  spoke  of  “ this  evil  of  old  pictures  being  removed  and 
utilised,  if  they  were  in  a national  or  academical  gallery  where  any  freedom  of  remark  can  be  safely  indulged.” 
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craft  the  leaders  of  taste  of  these  kingdoms  acquire  fortunes  and  credit,  whilst  many  of  our 
painters,  men  of  genius  and  industry,  are  absolutely  starving.”  The  Spring  Gardens  party 
gained  the  support  of  Hogarth,  and  by  his  advice  called  themselves  “ The  Free  Society  of 
Professors  of  Painting.”  Their  catalogue  was  illustrated  with  three  designs  by  Hogarth, 
common  place  enough.  In  one,  a nearly  nude  figure  with  wings  representing  Art,  takes 
money  from  a bowl  and  gives  to  a gouty  man  on  a crutch,  his  wife  and  children  seen 
behind,  and  the  British  lion  looking  on  with  pity.  In  the  next,  a well-draped  lady  as 
Britannia  leaning  on  her  spear  beneath  a sculptured  entablature  with  a bust  of  Geo.  III. 
inscribed  Rex  1 761,  is  watering  with  a garden-pot  three  miserable  trees  entwined  and 
labelled — Architecture,  Sculpture,  Painting,  with  the  inscription  “ Et  spes  et  ratio  studiorum 
in  Cczsare  tantumT  In  the  third,  which  was  a vignette  tailpiece,  Hogarth  lets  out  his 
spite  against  the  old  master  connoisseurs  ; a monkey  dressed  in  the  height  of  fashion  with 
pigtail,  ruffles,  sword,  and  eyeglass,  is  watering  with  his  pot  three  withered  stumps  in 
flower-pots  labelled  “obit,  1502,”  “obit,  1600,”  “obit,  1604,”  and  on  a scroll  on  the 
ground  is  the  word  “ exoticks.”  This  catalogue  sold  better  than  the  pictures ; no  less 
than  thirteen  thousand  were  sold  at  a shilling  each,  and  the  plates  engraved  by  Grignion 
were  worn  out  and  re-engraved.  Whether  any  of  this  ^650  was  handed  over  to  charities, 
as  the  opposition  society  did  with  their  catalogue  sales  to  a considerable  amount,  is  not 
stated. 

The  Spring  Gardens  Society,  not  being  successful  in  selling  by  their  Exhibition, 
determined  to  resort  to  an  auction  ; so  they  arranged  that  every  artist  should  name  his 
reserve  price,  but  that  his  pictures  should  be  sold  at  the  price  bid,  and  if  this  was  less  than 
the  reserve,  the  deficiency  should  be  made  up  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Exhibition,  and  if 
it  were  more,  the  whole  amount  was  to  go  to  the  artist.  The  pictures  were  sent  to 
Langford’s  room,  Covent  Garden,*  and  they  produced  ^122  15^.  less  than  the  value  set 
on  them  by  the  Committee  ; a few  sold  for  more,  but  by  far  the  greater  part  below  the 
estimate.  The  experiment  was  not  repeated. 

In  recurring  to  this  period  in  our  artist  history  it  is  interesting  to  see  that  besides  the 
auctions  of  pictures  by  the  old  masters  going  on  at  Langford’s  and  at  the  rooms  in  Spring 
Gardens,  there  was  a great  movement  amongst  the  artists,  who  were  evidently  roused  by 
Hogarth  (though  he  was  now  in  bad  health  and  died  in  Oct  1 764)  to  assert  themselves  and 
associate  as  they  were  doing  at  the  Academy  in  St.  Martin’s  Lane,  at  the  room  of  the 
Society  of  Arts  in  the  Strand,  and  at  that  in  Spring  Gardens.  It  was  at  this  last-named 
Society  that  in  January,  1764.  arose  the  proposition  to  solicit  the  King  for  a royal  charter 
of  incorporation.  And  one  was  drawn  up,  which  Pye  says  was  almost  a copy  of  a former 

* Pye,  the  engraver,  from  whose  book,  Patro?iage  of  British  Art , this  is  taken,  says  “ Langden’s,”  but  this 
must,  I think,  be  intended  for  “ Langford’s,”  as  there  is  no  such  name. 
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one  proposed  in  1755,  ten  years  before  the  date  of  the  actual  charter  granted  to  the 
Society  of  Artists  of  Great  Britain,  Jan.  26,  1765.  The  roll  of  names  to  this  embraces  all 
the  artists,  numbering  211,  and  includes  such  now  famous  names  as  Joshua  Reynolds, 
Thomas  Gainsborough,  George  Romney,  Richard  Wilson,  and  many  others  of  less  note 
but  good  artists.  The  number  of  members  who  were  styled  “ Fellows  ” was  not  limited  ; 
“Directors”  were  chosen,  but  Reynolds,  not  then  Sir  Joshua,  seems  to  have  held  aloof,  and 
though  he  signed  the  roll  he  declined  to  be  a Director.  Having  got  the  charter,  the  next 
desideratum  was  an  Academy.  The  Society  having  some  concern  for  the  old  school  for 
study  in  St.  Martin’s  Lane  bearing  the  name  of  “ Academy  ” which  had  sunk  into  a failing 
condition,  resolved  to  assist  that  institution.  But  though  in  March,  1767,  a majority 
resolved  that  the  Directors  should  prepare  a proper  form  for  instituting  a Public  Academy, 
they  had  views  of  their  own,  and  avoided  carrying  out  this  resolution.  Mr.  Richard 
Dalton,  treasurer  of  the  Society,  and  it  is  to  be  presumed  an  artist  in  some  line,  perhaps 
an  engraver  as  he  had  established  a “print  warehouse”  in  Pall  Mall,  also  held  the  important 
office  of  Librarian  to  the  King,  and  thus  had  the  opportunity  of  bringing  any  project  of  his 
own  to  the  favourable  consideration  of  the  King.  It  is  not  necessary  to  our  purpose  to 
detail  all  the  proceedings  that  led  to  the  foundation  of  the  existing  Royal  Academy  of 
Arts,  Dec.  10,  1768,  but  Mr.  Dalton’s  scheme  has  special  interest  in  connection  with  Fine 
Art  auctions  for  he  contrived  to  make  the  rooms  of  his  print  warehouse  not  only  the  first 
abode  and  place  of  exhibition  of  the  Royal  Academy,  but  when  to  that  body  was  granted 
the  use  of  Somerset  House,  in  1771,  these  rooms  were  let  as  the  principal  auction-rooms 
for  picture  sales,  for  which  purpose  they  were  originally  built  when  Dalton  bought  the 
premises  and  enlarged  them.  Many  of  the  old  catalogues  state  the  place  of  sale  to  be 
at  the  rooms  “ late  the  Royal  Academy,  Pall  Mall.”  * 

The  fine  collection  brought  to  London  by  M.  Desenfans,  an  account  of  which  is  given 
in  the  first  volume,  was  exhibited  for  sale  by  private  contract  “ at  the  great  rooms,  late  the 
Royal  Academy,’  April  8,  1786,  and  following  days.  It  was  at  these  rooms,  about  1762, 
that  Mr.  James  Christie  began  the  successful  business  which  has  since  developed  into  the 
most  important  centre  of  art  sales  in  the  world,  and  of  which  there  is  much  to  be  said 
before  the  subject  of  art  auctions  is  concluded.  Christie,  the  founder  of  the  firm  to  whom 
we  are  indebted  for  so  much  that  is  of  very  great  interest  and  benefit,  was  a man  of  mark. 
He  was  a Scotchman,  born  near  Perth  in  1730,  and  as  a boy  must  have  shown  something 
of  the  high  spirit  and  energy  of  his  manhood,  for  he  chose  the  navy  as  his  career,  and  had 

These  rooms  were  situated  opposite  Market  Lane,  which  I take  to  be  a lane  leading  into  the  Haymarket. 
Sir  Robert  Strange,  the  engraver,  in  his  account  of  the  rise  of  the  Royal  Academy,  written  1775,  says  the  rooms 
were  let  out  to  auctioneers  and  dancing  masters,  part  only  being  occupied  by  the  Royal  Academy.  It  was  then 
No.  125,  at  the  east  end  of  Pall  Mall,  but  in  a catalogue,  1804,  of  Bryan’s  sale  it  is  “Late  Roval  Academy 
No.  118.” 
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a commission,  under  which  he  served  some  years  as  midshipman.  But  like  so  many  good 
men  he  was  dissatisfied  with  his  prospects  of  promotion  without  more  interest  than  he 
could  bring  to  bear  in  his  favour,  and  this  led  him  to  resign  his  commission  before  he  was 
twenty  years  of  age.  He  came  to  London,  and  soon  found  what  proved  to  be  a pursuit 
for  which  his  natural  abilities  and  active  temperament  well  fitted  him,  as  assistant  to  an 
auctioneer,  a Mr.  Annesley,  whose  business  was  carried  on  at  Covent  Garden,  then,  as  we 
have  seen,  the  fashionable  quarter  for  picture  sales.  After  having  been  in  partnership 
with  this  gentleman  for  some  years  he  set  up  for  himself,  probably  hiring  the  rooms  in  Pall 
Mall  which  Dalton  seems  to  have  let  to  auctioneers.  This  must  have  been  before  the 
Royal  Academy  was  in  existence,  and  while  the  board  with  “ Print  Warehouse”  on  it  was 
over  the  entrance,  which  was  afterwards  supplanted  with  the  title,  “ The  Royal  Academy 
of  Arts,”  which  did  not  occur  till  1768.  It  would  seem  that  these  premises  during  the 
three  years  the  Academy  occupied  them  were  either  large  enough  to  accommodate  the 
exhibition  of  the  Academy  as  well  as  the  sales  which  Mr.  Christie  had,  or  that  the  same 
rooms  were  used  forboth  purposes  when  the  Academy  did  not  require  them  for  their 
exhibition.  We  know  that  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  and  James  Barry  took  especial  interest  in 
picture  sales,  as  Barry  in  his  letters  (Barry’s  Works,  1809,  2 vols.,  quarto),  speaks  of 
going  with  the  president  to  Langford’s  rooms,  and  they  would  be  favourable  to  Christie  in 
any  arrangement  for  his  sales  at  these  rooms  in  Pall  Mall.* 

It  is  difficult  now  that  the  Pall  Mall  of  those  days  has  given  place  to  the  magnificent 
“palazzi”  of  the  clubs  to  say  precisely  where  these  rooms  stood,  but  tradition  at  Christie’s 
points  to  the  ground  upon  which  the  Senior  United  Service  Club  stands.  The  old 
accounts  of  St.  James’s  parish  mention  Market  Lane  on  the  north  side  of  Pall  Mall,  and  as 
there  is  still  a thoroughfare  to  Charles  Street,  Haymarket,  which  became  the  Opera  House 
Colonnade,  it  may  be  conjectured  that  the  auction  rooms  were  opposite  to  this.  Mr. 

* Reynolds’  diary  has  entries  of  mems.  to  attend  sales,  and  Horace  Walpole  refers  April  7,  1773,  to  the  sale 
of  Mr.  James  West’s  collection  and  books,  at  which  Sir  Joshua  was  present.  The  catalogue  of  this  sale 
states  that  the  library  was  “ digested  by  Samuel  Patterson,  which  (by  order  of  the  administratrix)  will  be  sold  by 
auction  by  Messrs.  Langford,  at  Mr.  West’s  late  dwelling-house  in  King  Street,  Covent  Garden,  on  Monday, 
29th  March,  1773,  and  the  twenty-three  following  days  (Sundays  excepted).”  “Mr.  West's  books  are  selling 
outrageously.  His  family  will  make  a fortune  by  what  he  collected  from  stalls  and  Moorfields.  But  I must  not 
blame  the  Virtuosi,  having  surpassed  them.  In  short,  I have  bought  his  two  pictures  of  Henry  V.”  (H.  W.  should 
have  said  Henry  VII.),  “and  Hen.  VIII.,  and  their  families.  . . . The  first  cost  me  I3S,  and  the  last  T84, 
though  I know  Mr.  West  bought  it  for  6 guineas.  The  price  of  antiquities  is  so  exceedingly  risen  that  I expected 
to  have  paid  more  ” {Letter  to  Revd.  W.  Cole).  He  exclaims  at  the  high  prices  paid  for  pictures  by  such 
Croesuses  as  Lord  Spencer,  Lord  Grosvenor,  Sir  Watkin  Williams,  and  Lord  Chesterfield,  who,  within  a fortnight 
of  his  death  in  March  (1773),  gave  400  guineas  for  a landscape  which  “ Somebody  was  so  good  as  to  paint  a few 
months  ago  for  Claude  Lorraine.”  The  picture  H.  W.  supposed  to  be  Henry  V.  was  reserved  in  the  Strawberry 
Hill  sale  at  £1 31  5^.,  and  remained  at  Strawberry  Hill  till  1883,  when  it  was  sold  by  Lord  Carlingford,  (to  whom 
his  wife,  Lady  Waldegrave,  had  bequeathed  it,  with  the  other  pictures  and  property,)  to  the  Queen  for  the  Royal 
Collection.  An  elaborate  and  learned  paper,  exhausting  the  history  of  this  picture,  was  contributed  by  Mr. 
Scharf,  C.B.,  to  the  Royal  Society  of  Antiquaries,  1886,  which  is  before  me. 
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Christie,  however,  soon  removed  his  place  of  sale  from  these  rooms,  which  the  Academy 
vacated,  to  the  house  adjoining  Schomberg  House  where  Gainsborough  lived  and  painted, 
and  next  to  the  Ordnance  Office,  towards  the  west  end  of  Pall  Mall.  This  move  was 
made  about  1770,  which  would  be  just  the  year  before  the  Academy  moved  to  Somerset 
House.  The  catalogues  of  this  date  state  the  sales  to  be  at  “ the  great  room  in  Pall 
Mall,”  or  by  Mr.  Christie  “ at  his  great  room  in  Pall  Mall.”  It  was  here  that  for  the  first 
time  the  catalogues  speak  of  rooms  as  “ his,  and  these  rooms  he  continued  to  occupy  until 
the  houses  were  purchased  or  the  leases  fell  in  to  the  Crown  about  1826,  when  his  offices 
were  entirely  removed  to  8,  King  Street,  the  well-known  locality.* 

At  the  time  when  Mr.  Christie  was  established  at  his  own  rooms  in  Pall  Mall,  he  is 
described  as  tall  and  good  looking,  with  an  agreeable  manner,  and  when  in  action  in  his 
rostrum  the  most  fluent  and  witty  of  auctioneers,  so  that  he  soon  rose  to  the  leading 
position,  which  has  ever  since  been  maintained  by  the  successors  of  his  family  through 
four  generations.  But  he  was  evidently  something  more  than  a clever  auctioneer,  for  he 
associated  with  many  of  the  best  men  of  his  day,  and  was  on  intimate  terms  with  such 
brilliant  wits  as  Sheridan  and  Garrick,  while  Gainsborough  was  his  friend  and  painted  the 
fine  expressive  portrait  of  him  from  which  the  accompanying  print  is  taken,  and  which  the 
great  artist  painted  so  completely  con  amore  in  introducing  a landscape  of  his  own  as  a 
graceful  allusion  and  at  the  same  time  giving  the  stamp  of  character  and  historical  interest 
to  the  portrait  as  a picture,  t 

The  Catalogues  of  sales  at  Christie’s  which  are  preserved  with  those  of  succeeding 
years  to  the  present  time,  date  from  1767,  and  for  more  than  thirty  years,  from  1770  to 
1803,  all  the  sales  of  pictures  and  other  objects  of  art,  besides  all  that  is  embraced  in  the 
auctioneer’s  term  “effects,”  belonging  to  the  nobility  and  some  the  property  of  Royal 
personages,  may  be  said,  with  very  few  exceptions,  to  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  century,  when  the  French  Revolution  led  to  such  a o-eneral 
dispersion  of  collections,  and  almost  entirely  to  England  as  the  centre  of  wealth  and 
stability,  picture  sales  by  auction  were  constantly  occurring,  and  other  auctioneers  besides 

* It  would  seem,  however,  that  before  this  occurred  the  premises  in  King  Street  were  in  possession  of  Mr. 
Christie,  as  I have  before  me  a catalogue,  dated  1791,  of  a sale  of  prints  at  the  King  Street  rooms,  stating  that 
catalogues  are  to  be  had  at  the  Great  Room  in  Pall  Mall.  The  firm  was  then,  for  a short  time  only,  “ Christie, 
Sharpe  & Harper.”  The  views  of  old  Pall  Mall  below  the  portrait  of  Mr.  Christie  show  the  place  as  it  then  existed. 

t There  is  a capital  story  told  of  Mr.  Christie  as  a.  good  citizen  and  neighbour  which  also  tells  of  his  manly 
nature  and  patriotic  feelings  as  well  as  his  sympathy  for  the  profession  of  his  youth.  In  those  exciting  times  of 
Naval  battles  the  British  Lion  was  a fiercer  and  more  irascible  animal  than  he  has  become  of  late.  Admiral 
Byng  had  been  shot  some  twenty  years  before  by  order  of  a court-martial  on  the  quarter  deck  of  the  Monarque, 
because  he  did  not  beat  the  French  fleet  with  his  ten  badly  equipped  ships.  Admiral  Sir  Hugh  Palliser,  whose 
house  was  in  Pall  Mall,  had  incurred  the  popular  anger  for  not  having  brought  home  fresh  laurels  to  the  British 
Navy,  and  one  day  the  mob  attacked  his  house  to  be  revenged  upon  him.  When  Mr.  Christie  in  his  office  heard 
the  noise  in  the  street,  he  called  all  his  porters  about  him  and  sallied  out  at  their  head  armed  with  good  stout 
sticks,  led  his  little  band  through  the  mob,  drove  them  away  and  protected  the  house  from  their  fury. 
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Mr.  Christie  were  engaged  in  disposing  of  the  pictures  and  various  other  valuable  objects 
of  art  coming  from  the  Continent.  The  old  catalogues  are  to  be  met  with,  many  of  which 
are  in  my  own  collection,  but  few  of  the  businesses  have  retained  the  names  and  the 
localities.  Of  these  Messrs.  Sotheby  in  Wellington  Street,  Strand,  well  known  as  Sotheby, 
Wilkinson  & Hodge,  have  long  held  the  first  position  in  London  as  auctioneers  of 
“literary  property.”  The  original  founder  of  the  business  was  Mr.  Samuel  Baker,  who  was 
a contemporary  of  Mr.  Cock  in  the  favoured  region  of  Covent  Garden,  where  in  York 
Street  he  established  himself  in  1 744.  The  complete  series  of  catalogues  from  1 744  to  the 
present  time  which  are  deposited  in  the  British  Museum  for  reference,  show  exceedingly 
interesting  records  of  the  libraries  of  great  and  famous  men  dispersed  under  the  hammer, 
such  as  that  of  Addison  in  1799,  of  Talleyrand  in  1816,  Malone  in  1818,  Napoleon  I.  after 
his  death  in  1823  ; Heber  in  1834.  While  in  our  own  time  we  have  even  more  remarkable 
sales,  in  the  libraries  and  collections  of  ancient  manuscripts  of  Dr.  Laing  ; the  Hamilton 
Palace  and  Beckford  ; the  Thorold,  the  Osterley  Park,  the  Seilliere,  and  the  Crawford 
Library.  In  the  Fine  Arts5  sales  Sotheby’s  has  for  many  years  maintained  a first-rate  posi- 
tion for  collections  of  drawings  by  the  old  masters,  rare  engravings  and  etchings,  and  coins 
and  medals,  the  sales  of  which  are  recorded  in  the  preceding  Volume.  Another  of  the  old 
auction  rooms  was  Mr.  H.  Phillips’,  No.  67,  New  Bond  Street.  Mr.  Phillips  started  in 
1796,  when  Bond  Street  was  the  fashionable  quarter.*  His  name  as  the  auctioneer  of 
some  important  collections  will  be  found  in  our  lists;  such  as  the  Northwick  collection, 
sold  in  1859  at  the  residence  of  Lord  Northwick  at  Cheltenham,  by  the  son  of  the  original 
Phillips,  who  was  also  employed  in  the  sale  of  the  Fonthill  collection  in  1823,  and  others 
during  many  years  afterwards.  The  business  of  Messrs.  Foster  appears  to  have  originated 
in  Pall  Mall  under  Mr.  Peter  Coxe,  who  had  some  good  sales  of  pictures  at  the  old  rooms 
in  Spring  Gardens  in  1 794,  and  whose  name  is  found  on  catalogues  as  the  head  of  a 
firm,  “Coxe,  Burrell,  & Foster  in  Pall  Mall,”  where  Mr.  Bryan’s  collection,  with  the 
remainder  of  the  Orleans  collection  was  sold  in  1800  and  again  in  1S04.  The  same 
firm  sold  the  Marquis  of  Lansdowne’s  collection  at  Lansdowne  House  in  1806. 

The  large  room  in  Leicester  Square,  where  for  the  last  thirty  years  Messrs.  Puttick 
& Simpson  have  carried  on  their  auctions,  which  date  as  far  back  as  1 794,  when  the 
business  was  first  established  in  Piccadilly,  has  a special  interest  in  connection  with  our 
artistic  history,  for  it  was  formerly  the  studio  of  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  and  it  was  in  this 
house  that  he  lived  throughout  his  brilliant  career,  and  here  he  died,  February  23,  1792, 
in  his  69th  year.  Here,  within  a few  hours  after  his  death,  Edmund  Burke,  his  executor, 
sat  writing  an  obituary  notice  in  the  dining  room  where  so  often  Johnson  and  Boswell,  and 

* Not  far  from  the  house  (then  No.  1 4 1 ) in  which  Nelson  lay  suffering  with  his  amputated  arm  after  the 
battle  off  Cape  St.  Vincent  in  1797,  nursed  by  his  wife,  Lady  Nelson.  The  business  continues  to  flourish  in  the 
old  premises  as  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Phillips  and  Neale. 
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Garrick  and  Malone,  with  so  many  of  the  most  accomplished  literary  and  political 
characters  had  met  around  the  great  painter’s  table.  Although  the  old  painting  room  has 
long  been  changed  from  its  octagon  shape,  and  expanded  into  the  spacious  apartment 
occupied  as  an  auction  room,  the  handsome  entrance  at  the  side  shows  the  stately  style 
in  which  the  famous  portrait  painter  received  the  illustrious  and  beautiful  personages  who 
came  to  be  honoured  by  his  genius.  As  they  passed  to  this  door  before  entering  the  studio 
they  would  stay  to  admire  the  collection  of  pictures  by  the  old  masters  hung  on  each  side

of  the  passage  ; the  pictures  which  he  bought  at  sales.  As  he  said,  “ Instead  of 
beginning  to  save  money,  I laid  it  out  faster  than  I got  it  in  purchasing  the  best  examples 
of  art  that  could  be  procured  ; for  I even  borrowed  money  for  this  purpose.  The  possession 
of  pictures  by  Titian,  Vandyck,  Rembrandt,  &c.,  I considered  as  the  best  kind  of  wealth.”* 
Messrs.  Puttick  & Simpson,  though  occasionally  having  to  dispose  of  interesting 
collections  of  pictures  and  engravings,  are  generally  engaged  in  the  sale  of  valuable  books 
and  manuscripts,  oi  which  we  have  seen  some  remarkable  libraries  sold  by  them.  There 
was  the  memorable  sale  of  the  celebrated  Sunderland  Library  of  Blenheim  Palace  which 
occupied  some  52  days  at  intervals,  realising  ,£56,581.  The  Libri  collection  of  MSS.

at  Mr.  Christie’s  “great  room  nest  Cumberland  House,  Pall 
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(part  of),  the  Gosford  Library,  the  Hartley  Library,  and  others.  In  the  disposal  of 
libraries  of  music,  and  copyrights,  with  the  sale  of  old  violins  and  violoncellos  by  the  most 
famous  makers  of  Italy  and  Germany,  Messrs.  Puttick  & Simpson  have  long  had  a special 
reputation,  frequently  selling  fine  instruments  of  renowned  pedigree  for  very  large  prices — 
as  high  as  ^500. 

Among  the  names  of  auctioneers  of  picture  sales  found  upon  the  old  catalogues 
of  the  last  decade  of  the  iSth  century  may  be  mentioned  those  of  Messrs.  Robins, 
at  the  Great  Piazza,  Covent  Garden;  Hutchins,  Wells  & Fisher  at  their  rooms, 
41,  King  Street,  and  11,  Hart  Street,  Covent  Garden;  Mr.  Richards,  “at  the  great  room 
in  the  Haymarket  ” ; Messrs.  Skinner  & Dyke,  at  the  room  in  Spring  Gardens,  where  in 
1797  they  sold  the  collection  of  M.  de  Calonne  by  order  of  mortgagees  ; Mr.  Woolmer, 
“at  his  great  room,  28,  Haymarket;”  Messrs.  Denew  & Son,  “at  their  auction  room, 
30,  Charles  Street,  Berkeley  Square;”  Messrs.  Greenwood,  “at  their  room  in  Leicester 
Square,”  where  Sir  Joshua  often  went.  They  sold  during  three  days  in  May,  1794,  the 
fine  collection  of  Italian  and  Dutch  pictures  formed  by  Sir  Lawrence  Dundas,  Bart.  To 
these  may  be  added  Mr.  Squibb,  who,  after  selling  occasionally  at  the  Spring  Gardens 
room,  sells  in  1813  the  collection  of  the  late  Duke  of  San  Pietro,  containing  several  fine 
pictures,  “ at  his  great  room,  Saville  Place.” 

But  though  London  picture  sales  at  the  close  of  the  last  century  and  in  the  early 
years  of  the  present  were  distributed  amongst  several  auctioneers,  Mr.  Christie,  as  we 
have  seen,  was  the  leading  man  at  the  head  of  them  all.  That  he  amply  deserved 
this  position  is  shown  by  the  complimentary  notices  in  the  public  journals  which 
appeared  at  the  time  of  his  death,*  and  besides  this  kind  of  testimony  there  are  the 

* The  Public  Journal , 1803,  said,  “We  cannot  suffer  this  very  respectable  character  to  drop  into  the 
grave  without  paying  a small  tribute  to  his  memory.  His  understanding  was  excellent,  his  heart  truly  benevolent, 
his  talent  in  his  profession  unrivalled.  He  possessed  a warmth  of  imagination  and  a flow  of  eloquence  highly 
gratifying,  with  a strong  sense  of  humour.  He  had  equability  of  temper,  and  the  most  conciliating  urbanity 
of  manner,  No  man  could  be  more  firm  as  a friend,  and  none  could  discharge  the  duties  of  kindred  with 
more  endearing  kindness.  In  his  profession,  zeal,  knowledge,  talent,  and  rectitude  uniformly  marked  his 
conduct.”  Mr.  Christie  was  succeeded  by  his  son  James,  who  was  educated  at  Eton  and  became  a good 
classical  scholar  with  considerable  attainments  as  an  antiquarian,  which  he  not  only  brought  into  practical 
application  in  his  business,  but  in  the  writing  of  several  essays  upon  subjects  connected  with  ancient  Art, 
such  as  “The  Chinese  Worship  of  the  Elements,”  “The  Ancient  Greek  Game  of  Palamedes,”  “On  Painted 
Greek  Vases,  and  their  connection  with  the  Eleusinian  Mysteries,”  “ The  Early  History  of  Greek  Sculpture.” 
He  continued  at  the  Rooms  in  Pall  Mall,  and  afterwards  in  King  Street,  St.  James’s  Square,  conducting  the 
business  with  increased  success  and  the  highest  repute  under  his  accomplished  taste  and  able  direction  for 
more  than  a quarter  of  a century,  dying  in  1831.  His  son,  who  had  followed  his  father  at  Eton,  was  then  a 
young  man  of  twenty  ; and  this  led  to  Mr.  Manson  (the  elder  brother  of  the  late  Mr.  M.)  being  taken  into 
the  firm,  as  he  had  been  for  many  years  the  principal  assistant.  As  the  well-known  “ Christie  and  Manson  ” 
it  continued  for  many  years,  until  Mr.  Woods  entered  the  firm  in  1859.  This  Mr.  Christie,  who  was  the  third 
in  succession,  retired  in  i860,  and  only  died  recently  (1887)  at  the  age  of  76.  His  eldest  son,  Mr.  James 
H.  B.  Christie,  has  for  many  years  been  the  head  of  the  firm. 
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records  of  his  work  preserved  in  the  collection  of  sale  catalogues,  which  he  began  in 
1767  with  a systematic  order  which  has  ever  since  been  carefully  adhered  to  from  year 
to  year,  and  has  now  grown  into  a body  of  historical  information  of  singular  value  and 
interest.  The  index  of  sales,  which  may  be  referred  to  in  the  preceding  volume,  serves 
to  give  some  idea  of  the  extent  to  which  the  auction  has  been  and  continues  to  be 
connected  with  personal  associations  as  well  as  pictures  and  F ine  Art  property  of  every 
kind.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  accounts  which  have  been  written  about  the  early 
picture  sales  at  Cock’s  in  Covent  Garden  and  Christie  s in  Pall  A I all,  and  for  long 
afterwards  at  the  present  offices  in  King  Street,  St.  James  s,  are  so  meagre,  and  afford 
so  little  reference  to  persons  of  note  whose  collections  were  sold,  or  who  were  present 
at  the  sales  as  buyers  or  spectators,  or  to  any  circumstances  arising  out  of  the  sales.  We 
are  left  to  imagine  what  went  on  in  the  picture  sale  room  at  Cock’s  under  the  Piazza 
in  Covent  Garden  when  such  men  as  Horace  Walpole,  Lord  Chesterfield,  Lord  Oxlord, 
Dr.  Johnson,  George  Vertue,  and  Jonathan  Richardson  met  and  discussed  the  merits 
of  the  pictures,  and  came  to  bid  against  one  another.  The  account  of  the  sale  of  Lord 
Oxford’s  collection  given  in  the  preceding  volume  shows  how  all  the  world  of  London 
was  attracted  to  the  auction  room — literati,  connoisseurs,  and  fashionables,  both  ladies 
and  gentlemen,  of  the  highest  rank.  And  so  it  continued  to  be  when  Langford’s  and 
Christie’s  were  the  favourite  afternoon  resorts  of  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  and  James 
Barry  and  Richard  Wilson.  This  was  after  the  convulsions  of  1789  in  France  which, 
as  we  have  seen,  gave  rise  to  the  stream  of  pictures  and  valuables  of  every  kind  that 
kept  flowing  to  England,  as  is  shown  by  the  title-pages  of  the  catalogues  for  twenty  years 
and  more,  all  through  the  time  of  the  Napoleonic  wars,  which  constantly  advertized  the 
collections  of  “an  Emigrant  Nobleman,”  “a  Foreign  Gentleman  of  distinction,”  “a  French 
Nobleman,”  and  in  one  which  is  before  me,  there  occurs  as  “ The  property  of  a Foreigner 
of  distinction,”  sold  by  Mr.  H.  Phillips,  Feb.  9,  1798,  “a  collection  of  pictures  recently 
imported  from  the  gallery  of  the  late  Queen  Mary  Antionette  {sic)  at  St.  Cloud’s,  near 
Paris.”  Others  state  “consigned  from  the  Continent,”  “from  Italy,”  “from  Sicily,”  “from 
Naples,”  and  so  on,  with  occasionally  the  sale  of  some  English  speculator’s  acquisitions 
abroad.  At  the  same  time  as  telling  of  the  general  rage  for  buying  pictures  and  curios 
of  any  kind,  we  notice  the  auctioneers  often  recommending  their  sales  as  the  collection  of 
“ a man  of  fashion,”  or  “ a connoisseur  of  the  highest  taste.”  There  was  certainly  no 
falling  off  in  the  fashion  for  buying  pictures  during  the  times  of  the  Regency  when  “ the 
first  gentleman  in  Europe  ” was  himself  a frequenter  of  Christie’s  along  with  all  the 
beaux  and  dilettanti  of  the  day,  and  often  bought  pictures  through  Lord  Yarmouth, 
afterwards  Marquis  of  Hertford,  whose  name  appears  in  our  lists  as  the  purchaser  of 
many  of  those  fine  pictures  of  the  Dutch  School  which  adorned  the  famous  Carlton 
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House,  and  have  been  handed  down  to  the  worthier  Royal  collections  of  Buckingham 
Palace  and  Windsor  Castle. 

It  should  be  observed  that  it  was  about  the  time  of  the  Regency,  that  the  highest 
prices  then  known  at  auctions  occurred,  such  as  5,000  guineas  for  “The  Master 
Shipbuilder”  by  Rembrandt,  now  at  Buckingham  Palace,  bought  by  Lord  Yarmouth  for 
the  Prince  Regent ; and  the  same  price  was  obtained  for  “ The  Woman  taken  in 
Adultery  ” by  the  same  master.  Some  very  high  prices,  for  those  days,  are  to  be  noticed 
for  pictures  by  Rubens ; as  in  the  Walsh  Porter  Sale  for  the  “ Pan  and  Syrinx  ” 
£1,050,  and  for  “ Rubens  as  St.  George,  and  his  Three  Wives,”  £2,152  ; and  in  the  same 
year  “The  Conversion  of  Saul,”  £2,677  iow  in  Mr.  Elwyn’s  sale,  the  large  picture  which 
was  put  up  in  the  Leigh  Court  Sale,  1886,  and  bought  in  at  ,£3,465.  While,  in  the 
Lafontaine  sale  in  181 1,  to  which  belonged  the  two  fine  Rembrandts  above  named,  for  “ The 
Village  Fete”  by  Teniers,  Lord  Yarmouth  paid  £1,732  ioi-.,  a price  more  than  double 
any  previously  recorded  for  a picture  by  Teniers  sold  at  auction.  In  the  same  sale,  a 
picture  by  Adrian  Van  de  Velde  was  bought  by  Lord  Yarmouth  for  £1,890;  and 
a work  of  Vandyck — “Christ  Healing  the  Lame,”  sold  for  £3,800  to  Mr.  Higgins, 
but  for  the  Prince;  while  Lord  Yarmouth  again  is  the  purchaser  of  “The  Hay 
Plarvest  ” by  Wouwerman  at  £1,785,  for  the  Prince.  It  maybe  remarked  here,  that  such 
extreme  prices  at  that  date  or  other  times  since,  are  not  always  attributable  to  the 
surpassing  merit  of  the  picture.  In  these  instances  of  the  Rembrandts,  they  were  not 
great  masterpieces,  or  what  might  be  called  capo  d'opere.  “The  Shipbuilder”  is  well 
known  from  having  been  recently  exhibited  at  Burlington  House  Exhibitions  of  Old 
Masters,  as  well  as  by  the  etching  by  De  Frey;  and  probably  the  auction  estimate  of 
that  picture  now  would  not  be  much  above  the  5,000  guineas  it  brought  in  1811.  There 
were  pictures  by  Rembrandt  quite  as  fine,  which  sold  about  the  same  period  for  as  many 
hundreds  of  pounds  only.*  Exceptionally  high  prices  in  competitive  sales  depend  upon 
those  who  possess  unlimited  means,  and  know  no  limit  to  their  desire  to  acquire  fine  things. 
So  that  when  two  or  more  millionnaire  virtuosi  are  equally  determined  to  have  the  prize,  it 
is  certain  to  lead  to  an  exaggerated  price.  So  it  was  when  the  Prince  Regent  was  known 
to  be  forming  his  collection  of  Dutch  pictures,  and  no  doubt  those  who  had  the  manage- 
ment of  the  sales  of  pictures  in  those  days,  were  quite  as  well  aware  how  to  make  a Prince 
or  any  wealthy  amateur  pay  high  for  his  treasures,  as  they  are  in  the  present  day.  The 

* A famous  master-work  of  Rembrandt’s  “The  Lesson  In  Anatomy,”  painted  for  the  Company  of  Surgeons 
Amsterdam  in  1632,  with  life-size  portraits,  was  announced  for  sale  by  auction  in  1828  ; the  King  of  the  Netherlands 
at  the  instance  of  the  Burgomaster,  interfered  to  prevent  the  saie,  and  the  picture  was  valued  at  36,500  florins  (about 
£3,250),  at  which  price  it  passed  to  the  Gallery  of  the  Hague. 

The  valuation  of  the  Houghton  Gallery  in  1779  also  gives  an  indication  of  the  prices  at  that  date,  although, 
Horace  Walpole  pronounced  them  extravagant. 
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contests  witnessed  at  Christie's,  many  of  which  are  recorded  in  the  pt  needing  volume,  are 
sufficient  evidence  of  this.  1 herefore,  although  auction  prices  in  the  general  afford  a sound 
and  just  basis  for  the  money  value  of  pictures  and  other  works  of  art,  it  is  one  that  cannot 
be  satisfactorily  relied  upon  without  due  consideration  of  surrounding  circumstances,  in 
which  chance  or  as  we  say  “ luck  ” is  always  an  element. 

It  is  true  that  prices  far  above  those  common  at  auction  are  obtained  by  private  sale  ; 
and  it  is  equally  true  that  a picture  of  exceeding  beauty,  with  every  quality  of  perfection  as  to 
condition,  is  beyond  all  price.  Still,  so  long  as  the  richest  and  most  enthusiastic  of  art  devotees 
do  not  commonly  hand  blank  cheques  for  fine  pictures,  it  will  be  necessary  to  fix  some  price. 
The  lists  brought  together  in  these  volumes  afford  an  extensive  summary  of  prices,  and  allow- 
ing always  for  high  “reserve”  prices  at  which  pictures  are  bought  in,  they  show  the  great  rise 
in  price  that  has  been  going  on  for  the  past  forty  years,  more  especially  as  regards  modern 
pictures,  but  with  almost  equal  force  for  fine  examples  of  the  works  of  the  Old  Masters,  with 
the  exception  of  those  of  the  early  schools.  The  list  of  purchases  for  the  National  Gallery 
affords  besides  our  auction  prices,  a statement  of  the  prices  paid  by  private  negociation, 
which  it  will  be  observed,  range  from  3,000  to  5,000  guineas  in  1825 — 1841  for  great  pictures 
like  the  little  Correggio  “ Vierge  au  Panier  ” ; the  “ Mercury  and  Venus  teaching  Cupid”; 
the  Titian,  “ Bacchus  and  Ariadne”  ; and  the  Francia,  “ Virgin  and  Child  Enthroned  ” ; 
some  of  which  are  worth  at  the  present  time  at  least  ten  times  that  price.  In  1857  the 
large  price  of  ,£13,650  was  paid  for  the  fine  Paolo  Veronese,  “ Darius  and  his  family  at  the 
feet  of  Alexander,”  a price  that  was  at  the  time  considered  extravagant,  but  it  may  be 
advantageously  compared  with  that  paid  at  auction  in  1S52,  by  the  French  Government 
for  the  Soult  Murillo,  viz.,  615,300  fr.  (about  £27,000).  The  next  high  price  comes  in 
1864,  when  the  little  “Holy  Family”  by  Raphael,  was  bought  of  Lord  Garvagh  for 
£9,000;  followed  in  1866  by  the  large  picture  of  “Christ  blessing  little  Children,” 
purchased  as  a work  of  Rembrandt  for  £7,000.  The  purchase  of  the  Peel  collection  of  77 
pictures  in  1871  at  £75)000,  is  universally  considered  to  have  been  a most  economical 
acquisition.  One  more  large  price  is  to  be  noticed  in  the  “Vierge  aux  Rochers  ” by 
Leonardo,  bought  of  Lord  Suffolk  for  £9,000  in  1880  ; and  then  we  come  to  the  climax 
in  high  prices  with  the  two  pictures  from  the  Blenheim  collection,  viz.,  £70,000  for  the 
“Ansidei”  Raphael,  and  £17,500  for  the  Vandyck  equestrian  portrait  of  Charles  I.— 
prices  large  as  they  are,  about  a third  below  the  official  valuation  stated  at  the  time,  which 
was  based  upon  an  estimate  derivable  no  doubt  from  recent  auction  prices  and  some 
private  sales,  but  one  that  was  found  to  be  impracticable  to  stand  upon  as  final.  It  was  in 
fact  regarded  by  most  persons  of  experience  in  such  matters  as  a speculative  estimate* 

* It  was  said  at  the  time  of  the  negociations  respecting  the  Blenheim  collection  that  the  director  of  the  Berlin 
Museum  had  made  overtures  which  had  been  declined,  but  I heard  from  most  reliable  authority  that  no  proposal 
to  purchase  had  ever  been  made  in  this  quarter. 
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There  was  some  guide  as  to  the  price  of  a fine  work  of  Raphael  in  the  Altar-piece  of  the 
Monastery  of  St.  Anthony  of  Padua,  belonging  to  the  Due  di  Ripalda,  and  offered  by  him 
at  ^40,000  some  years  before.  As  the  predella  pictures  of  this  Altar-piece  have  long  been 
in  this  country,  it  might  for  that  reason  have  been  considered  a desirable  picture,  though  it 
were  in  less  perfect  state  than  the  Ansidei  picture ; but  the  offer  at  this  price  was  declined 
both  by  the  Louvre  and  by  the  National  Gallery  Authorities,  and  the  sale  of  it,  if  it  has 
been  accomplished,  has  not  been  made  known. 

It  seemed  necessary,  and  in  accordance  with  the  general  purpose  of  this  part  of  the 
history  of  Art  Sales,  which  treats  specially  of  prices  and  purchases,  to  say  thus  much  as  to 
the  effect  upon  the  standard  for  valuation.  Those  who  are  concerned  in  the  disposal 
of  property  in  pictures,  as  well  as  those  who  may  be  interested  in  observing  the  varying 
taste  and  fashions  which  are  to  be  studied  in  the  changes  indicated  by  auction  prices, 
will  find  a body  of  statistics  in  these  lists  of  sales  which  cannot  fail  to  be  of  considerable 
practical  utility.  Besides  the  historical  material  relating  to  the  existence  of  a picture  in 
possession  of  a vendor  at  a certain  date,  the  identification  by  measurement  and  description, 
and  the  transfer  from  one  owner  to  another,  there  are  instructive  deductions  to  be 
derived  from  what  might  be  called  the  physiology  of  picture  auctions.  The  right 
moment  to  offer  a collection,  or  any  important  picture,  so  as  to  meet  the  feeling  of  the 
buyers  of  the  day  whatever  their  taste,  has  to  be  chosen  with  judgment,  or  the  high  price 
will  not  be  attained.  It  will  be  observed  in  our  lists  that  frequently  pictures  are  offered 
and  bought  in  at  a high  figure,  as  an  experiment  to  “ feel  the  market.”  And  the 
experiment  very  generally  results  in  the  owner,  after  repeating  it  more  than  twice,  being 
content  to  accept  a much  lower  price  in  the  end.  The  sale  audiences  at  Christie’s  have 
wonderfully  long  memories,  they  never  forget  the  faces  of  old  friends  on  the  walls,  but 
they  are  not  amiable  enough  to  value  them  the  more  as  old  acquaintances.  These 
repeated  offers,  met  by  a fall  in  price,  remind  us  of  the  old  Italian  proverb,  “ cosa  ojferta 
e mezzo  donata .” 

It  may  perhaps  be  added  without  any  hesitation,  that  reviewing  past  sales,  and  looking 
to  those  of  the  present  time,  we  may  feel  confident  that  undeniably  fine  pictures,  both  by 
the  Old  Masters  and  by  the  great  modern  painters  of  our  own  and  the  Continental 
schools,  will  maintain  the  high  prices  paid  for  them  ; and  according  to  the  usual  result,  the 
increase  in  the  demand  with  the  scarcity  of  the  supply  will  lead  to  an  advance  in  the 
price. 

With  the  following  description  of  the  sales  at  Christie’s,  I am  enabled,  by  the  kind 
permission  of  the  proprietors  of  The  Graphic , to  present  the  excellent  illustration  by  the 
clever  pencil  of  Mr.  Sidney  Hall,  which  is  by  far  the  best  for  the  portraits  and  general 
characteristics  of  the  scene  that  has  ever  been  done.

A PICTURE  SALE  AT  CHRISTIE'S. 

Our  illustration  represents  a scene  which  may  be  witnessed  any  Saturday  afternoon  at  the 
famous  Rooms  in  King  Street,  St.  James’s  Square,  during  the  London  season,  when  some  great 
collection  of  pictures  is  being  sold ; it  may  be  of  works  of  the  Old  Masters,  for  a century  and  more 
the  treasures  of  some  old  family  mansion,  brought  from  abroad  by  some  travelled  lord  of  Horace 
Walpole’s  day,  or  more  probably  it  is  the  collection  of  modern  pictures  upon  which  some  merchant 
prince  in  his  prosperous  days  lavished  his  too  ready  wealth.  The  picture  upon  the  easel  is  the 
only  one  allowed  to  be  seen,  for  all  the  others,  which  have  been  exhibited  for  several  days  before, 
are  either  covered  up,  like  the  large  one,  or  taken  down  to  be  ranged  in  proper  order  behind  the 
green  baize  screen  at  the  side,  so  as  to  follow  the  catalogue  quickly. 

Mr.  Woods  will  be  recognized  in  the  rostrum,  which  tradition  says  is  the  very  same  old 
polished  mahogany  from  which  Mr.  Christie,  the  founder  of  the  house  more  than  a century  ago  in 
the  Rooms  in  Pall  Mall,  vacated  by  the  Royal  Academy  in  its  youth,  pronounced  the  ultimatum  of 
the  hammer.  The  anxious  moment  of  the  last  bid  has  come,  as  we  see  by  the  eager  faces  of  the 
young  ladies,  and  Mr.  Agnew,  sitting  close  by  the  side  of  the  rostrum,  is  about  to  take  the  telegram 
handed  to  him,  which  may  tell  him  to  buy  the  picture  at  any  price.  Whether  he  will  have  to  bid 
two  or  three  thousand  guineas,  however,  depends  somewhat  upon  his  rival,  Mr.  Vokins,  who  turns 
with  a smiling  face  towards  his  client.  Amongst  the  audience  watching  the  contest  we  may 
recognize  several  well-known  habitues  of  Christie’s.  There  is  Mr.  Knowles,  the  Editor  of  the 
Nineteenth  Century,  and  next  to  him  Lord  Normanton,  who  is  one  of  the  most  constant  observers 
at  Christie’s,  and  a most  intelligent  one,  too,  as  a buyer  especially.  Then  there  is  Lord  Rosebery 
and  a gentleman  who,  though  his  face  is  turned  away,  is  surely  Mr.  Butler,  who  buys  pictures  by  the 
early  Italian  and  Flemish  masters,  and  has  a fine  collection.  In  the  group  standing  behind  the  rostrum 
— a rather  favourite  place  for  the  cognoscenti  to  compare  notes — our  artist  seems  to  have  seen  Sir 
W.  Gregory  (Trustee  of  the  National  Gallery),  with  Lord  Powerscourt  and  his  friend  Mr.  Doyle 
(the  Director  of  the  National  Gallery  of  Ireland),  who  never  misses  a chance  of  adding  a good 
picture  to  his  Gallery.  Other  heads  here  seem  to  call  to  mind  old  Mr.  Quilter,  who  sold  such  a fine 
collection  of  water-colour  drawings  here  some  years  ago  at  an  enormous  profit,  Sir  Charles 
Tennant,  the  Glasgow  Croesus  in  the  picture  line,  and  Mr.  John  Pender,  of  Oriental  Telegraphian 
renown,  who  has  some  fine  pictures,  but  is  rarely  a buyer  now.  If  we  could  see  the  crowd  of  those 
who  stand  upon  raised  steps  at  the  angles  of  the  room — which  is  a long  octagon  in  shape — and  fill 
up  the  space  just  within  and  without  the  doorway,  we  should  be  pretty  sure  to  find  there  Sir  F. 
Burton  (the  Director  of  the  National  Gallery),  Sir  Charles  Robinson  (the  Surveyor  of  the  Queen’s 
Pictures),  Mr.  Howard  (a  Trustee  of  the  National  Gallery),  the  Duke  of  St.  Albans,  Mr.  Salting, 
Dr.  Hamilton,  Mr.  Disraeli  (brother  of  the  late  Earl  of  Beaconsfield),  Dr.  Percy,  Sir  Frederick 
Leighton  occasionally,  Mr.  Woolner  the  sculptor,  but  seldom  other  of  the  Academicians,  who 
seem  to  be  rather  shy  of  picture  auctions,  which  sometimes  show  a falling  market  even  for 
good  names. 

So  densely  packed  is  this  part  of  the  room  on  the  occasion  of  a great  sale  like  that  of  the 
Bicknell  Collection  in  1863,  or  the  Gillott  sale  in  1872,  and  the  later  sales  of  Mr.  Mendel’s,  Baron 
Albert  Grant’s,  and  the  Duke  of  Hamilton’s  above  all,  that  bidders  who  come  late  are  obliged  to 
stand  on  chairs  out  in  the  ante-room,  and  use  their  catalogues  as  semaphores  on  the  chance  of 
catching  the  eye  of  the  auctioneer.  This,  however,  has  been  obviated  since  the  building  of  the 
handsome  new  Gallery  in  1885,  which  at  the  same  time  gave  access  to  the  sale-room  by  a back 
staircase,  admittance  to  which  was  given  by  tickets  before  the  front  door  was  opened.  The  sale  of 
any  celebrated  picture,  such  as  Turner’s  “ Venice,”  Muller’s  “ Chess-Players,”  or  beyond  all  of  a 
first-rate  portrait  by  Sir  Joshua  or  Gainsborough,  is  an  exciting  affair.  The  moment  the  picture 
comes  upon  the  easel,  it  is  received  with  loud  clapping  of  hands,  repeated  as  often  as  the  bidders 
outvie  one  another  in  their  advances  of  perhaps  a thousand  guineas,  and  when  the  hammer  falls  at 
last  to  a lumping  sum  there  is  a perfect  uproar,  just  as  the  crowd  roars  its  delight  when  the  Derby 
is  run,  for  the  Christie  audience  revels  in  high  prices  simply  for  money’s  sake,  though  of  course 
some  of  the  applause  is  meant  for  the  picture.  But  the  sensation  price  seems  to  lose  its  effect, 
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since  such  extravagant  sums  have  become  common.  For  example,  when  the  beautiful  Gainsborough 
picture  of  “The  Sisters”  was  sold  this  season  in  the  Graham  sale  for  £9,975  there  was  not  half 
the  applause  it  met  with  when  in  1873  Mr.  Agnew  bid  £6,615,  and  bought  it  for  the  late  Mr. 
Graham  of  Glasgow.  But  the  greatest  sensation  of  high  price  was  over  the  Gainsborough  Duchess 
of  Devonshire  portrait,  the  notorious  stolen  picture,  at  the  Wynn  Ellis  sale  in  1876,  when,  almost 
as  the  picture  came  upon  the  easel,  Messrs.  Christie  got  a wire  from  Lord  Dudley  in  Paris,  telling 
them  to  go  to  10,000  guineas  for  it.  His  bidding  was  done  ; but,  while  the  audience  shouted  their 
applause  or  held  their  breath  in  amazement,  Mr.  Agnew  sent  them  into  wild  ecstasy  by  a further 
advance  to  10,100  guineas,  and  so  gave  the  final  coup  to  this  extraordinary  sale  of  a picture  which 
all  the  critics  refused  to  accept  as  the  work  of  Gainsborough,  at  the  highest  price  ever  paid 
at  auction. 

These  sale  audiences,  however,  only  represent  those  who  mean  business — the  dealers  and  their 
clients,  who  sit  by  them  trembling  with  nervous  hope  and  fear  ; with  a sprinkling  of  the  curious  in 
these  matters,  who  rush  off  to  the  Club  and  the  dinner-table  with  the  prices  of  the  fine  pictures 
which  all  the  world  of  rank  and  fashion  has  been  admiring  and  discussing  while  they  were 
exhibited  during  the  week.  And  it  goes  without  saying,  that  the  exhibitions  before  the  sale  day 
are  the  most  interesting  and  the  most  instructive  of  any  in  London,  or  anywhere  else  in  the 
world,  for  they  have  brought  before  us  from  time  to  time  many  masterpieces  of  ancient  and 
modern  Art — pictures  by  the  Old  Masters,  which  have  been  treasured  away  beyond  the  reach 
of  most  people  in  ducal  palaces  like  those  of  Hamilton  and  Blenheim,  or  those  magnificent 
displays  of  which  English  painters  may  well  be  proud,  when  the  Bicknell,  Gillott,  Munro,  and 
Mendel  collections  were  to  be  seen  upon  the  walls  of  Christie’s  Gallery.  Nothing  that  the 
Academy  can  collect  at  Burlington  House  in  any  one  year  can  be  compared  for  variety  and 
excellence  with  these  exhibitions  of  Christie’s,  whether  the  works  be  those  of  Old  Masters  or 
modern  painters,  English  and  foreign.  Then  as  the  Gallery  is  the  best  lighted,  and  best  adapted 
in  form  for  exhibiting  pictures,  they  always  look  their  very  best,  and  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that 
people  enjoy  a visit  to  Christie’s  more  than  anything  else  in  the  way  of  picture-seeing. 

Here,  in  the  early  hours  of  the  forenoon,  come  City  men,  lawyers,  judges,  Cabinet  Ministers 
editors,  and  art  critics  on  their  way  to  their  labours.  The  Prince  of  Wales  himself  generally  looks 
in  when  any  great  collection  is  “ on  view,”  and  other  royal  and  distinguished  personages,  with 
many  ladies  of  the  highest  rank  and  beauty.  After  luncheon  time  the  rooms  get  more  crowded 
on  these  great  occasions,  and  continue  so  till  late.  That  some  thousands  of  persons  pass  before 
the  pictures  is  told  not  so  accurately  as  by  a turnstile,  but  by  the  quantity  of  silk  fluff  upon  the  floor, 
swept  off  from  the  dresses  of  the  ladies  ; and  more  substantially  by  the  number  of  catalogues  sold 
for  the  benefit  of  the  artists’  benevolent  societies,  to  whose  funds  considerable  sums  are  presented 
by  Messrs.  Christie.  In  the  old  days  of  Christie’s  in  Pall  Mall,  and  at  other  auction  rooms, 
catalogues  were  only  to  be  had  for  half-a-crown,  and  to  keep  out  improper  persons  there  was  no 
admission  without  one.  But  these  important  sales  were  at  rare  intervals  then,  not.  as  we  know 
them,  going  on  almost  every  day,  and  always  on  Saturday,  which  being  a non-Parliament  day,  is 
reserved  for  the  chief  sales  of  the  season. 

Por  considerably  more  than  a century  Christie’s  has  been  the  centre  of  attraction  for  all  works 
of  Art,  whose  owners  wish  to  turn  them  into  money  at  once,  as  in  the  division  of  familv  properties. 
Of  late,  through  the  change  in  the  law  of  entail,  the  number  of  sales  has  been  vastlv  increased,  as 
we  have  seen  in  several  most  important  instances.  The  records  afforded  bv  the  catalogues 
pieserved  so  carefully,  would  give,  had  we  space  to  enter  upon  it,  a most  curious  history'  of  the 
vicissitudes  of  Fine  Art  properties,  and  their  owners.  There  is  scarcelv  a name  from  King 
George  IV.,  the  Royal  Dukes,  and  Queen  Charlotte,  all  through  the  peerage,  which  is  not  to  be 
found  at  some  time  in  the  list  of  sales : even  the  collection  of  Pope  Paul  IV.,  which  contained 
many  old  drawings,  came  to  Christie’s  in  ijjo.  The  wreck  of  the  famous  Orleans  Collection,  after 
the  Duke  of  Bridgwater,  Lord  Carlisle,  and  Lord  Stafford  had  taken  their  pick,  went  to  another 
auctioneer  m Spring  Gardens,  and  so  did  the  great  collection  of  M.  de  Calonne,  the  French 
Ambassador,  in  I795>  the  same  year  that  Christie  sold  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds’s  collection  after  his 
death  in  i792>  f°r  the  executors,  Edmund  Burke,  Malone,  and  Metcalf.  But  Christie  was  to  have 
sold  the  Desenfans  Collection  in  1785,  only  the  sale  was  postponed  on  account  of  the  great 
excitement  over  Lunardi  s going  up  in  a balloon  from  the  Artillery  Ground  ; and  in  the  end 
Desenfans  never  sold  his  pictures,  but  left  them  to  his  friend  Sir  F.  Bourgeois,  and  we  may  see 
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them  now  at  the  Dulwich  Gallery.  So  many  fine  pictures  were  sent  or  brought  to  London  during 
the  troubles  and  dangers  of  the  French  Revolution  that  sales  were  constantly  going  on,  and  we 
find  several  “ the  property  of  emigrant  noblemen  ” about  this  time,  and  the  important  collections 
of  Mr.  Trumbull  and  Mr.  Udney,  with  others,  were  sold  by  Christie  in  1797  and  in  1802-4.  Then 
in  1811  came  the  notable  sales  of  the  Ottley  and  the  Henry  Hope  Collections.  In  1814  or  1815 
the  Prince  Regent  sent  some  of  his  pictures  to  Christie’s,  and  soon  afterwards  there  came  to  the 
hammer  the  collection  of  West,  the  President  of  the  Academy,  in  which  a Titian,  “ The  Death  of 
Actaeon,”  sold  for  £1,785,  a high  price  for  those  days.  In  the  following  year,  1821,  came  the 
famous  Lady  Thomond  collection  of  the  works  of  Sir  Joshua,  which  he  bequeathed  to  her,  his 
favourite  niece.  Next  came  the  sale  of  Mr.  G.  Watson  Taylor’s  pictures  in  1823-,  in  which  was 
that  most  celebrated  of  Sir  Joshua’s  portraits,  the  “ Mrs.  Siddons  as  the  Tragic  Muse,”  which  the 
Earl  Grosvenor  was  so  fortunate  as  to  get  for  the  trifling  sum  of  £1,837,  a price  that  now,  were 
the  present  Duke  to  part  with  his  inestimable  treasure,  would  assuredly  run  into  many  thousands. 
So  we  might  go  on  recounting  the  long  roll  of  famous  collections  dispersed,  down  to  those  which  in 
our  own  time  have  created  such  constant  interest,  and  been  of  such  unspeakable  value  in 
developing  our  National  Gallery.  Thus  it  will  be  acknowledged  that  Christie’s  is  not  a mere 
picture  mart  ; it  has  wide  relations  with  Art,  and  well  deserves  to  be  named  amongst  the  Art 
institutions  of  this  country,  though  it  be  only  with  that  unwritten  charter  of  l'epute  which  the 
nation  grants  to  private  enterprise  employed  for  the  public  benefit,  and  conducted  with  that 
integrity  which  is  the  pride  of  Englishmen. — (G.R.)

I heard  of  this  and  went  to 
see  it  at  the  Gallery  in  Bond  Street  in  May,  1883.  I had  not  seen  the  picture 
since  it  was  in  the  Academy  Exhibition  and  at  Christie’s,  and  was  struck  with 
the  perfect  condition  of  the  painting  maintained  after  twenty-three  years,  and 
the  great  beauty  of  the  colouring,  as  well  as  the  fine  imaginative  treatment  of  the 
subject.  It  is  a unique  picture,  and  well  worth  the  large  sum  which  it  is  said 
was  paid  for  it  by  Mr.  Agnew.  It  is  now  generally  known  that  Mr.  Quilter, 
M.P.,  was  the  purchaser  from  Messrs.  Agnew. 

The  engraving  by  Cousins  is  his  masterpiece,  and  perhaps  the  finest  example 
of  translation  of  a picture  into  black  and  white  by  the  modern  engraver’s  art.

(. d ) Sold  at  auction  by  Skinner  and  Dyke,  in  Spring  Gardens,  March  28, 
1795.  Bought  by  W.  Smith,  M.P.  for  Norwich.  It  was  stated  in  the  Sale 
Catalogue  that  M.  de  Calonne  paid  Sir  Joshua  800  gs.  for  it.  In  the  Life  of 
Sir  Joshua,  by  Leslie  and  T.  Taylor,  the  sum  it  sold  for  at  this  sale  is  stated 
as  £ 700 . In  Mr.  G.  W.  Taylor’s  sale  at  Christie’s,  1823  (who  is  said  in  Leslie 
and  Taylor’s  Life  to  have  given  Mr.  W.  Smith  £900  for  it)  it  was  bought  by 
Earl  Grosvenor  for  £1837  10s.,  and  has  remained  in  the  Gallery  of  Grosvenor 
House  ever  since. 

I possess  the  catalogue  which  Mr.  Smith  used  at  the  sale,  and  at  this  lot  he 
has  put  his  initials,  W.  S.,  and  the  price  £320.  Buchanan  also  gives  this 
price  of  £320.  But  he  says  the  picture  was  then  in  the  Dulwich  Gallery 
''(1824),  which  is,  I presume,  an  error,  as  the  Dulwich  Picture  is  known  by 
Sir  Joshua’s  account-book  to  have  been  painted  for  Mr.  Desenfans  in  17S9 
for  ^735,  and  was  amongst  the  pictures  bequeathed  to  Sir  F.  Bourgeois  by 
Desenfans.  It  was  exhibited  at  Burlington  House  in  the  Winter  Exhibition 
of  1870,  and  at  the  Grosvenor  Gallery  Special  Exhibition,  1883-4.  There  is 
an  excellent  replica  at  Langley  Park,  near  Slough  (not  Stowe,  as  in  L.  & T.’s 
book),  Bucks  (Sir  R.  Ilervey’s),  given  by  Sir  Joshua  to  Mr.  Hervey  in  ex- 
change for  a Boar  Hunt  by  Snyders.  One,  of  the  upper  part  of  the  figure, 
was  in  possession  of  Mrs.  Combe,  Edinburgh  ; and  a full-length  is  in  Lord  Nor- 
manton’s  Collection.

It 
probably  resembles  the  famous  picture  of  Danae  in  the  Borghese  Palace,  Rome, 
and  was  probably  an  ancient  copy  or  school  picture,  or  it  would  have  brought 
a much  higher  price.  An  admitted  copy  of  the  Danae  was  in  the  Orleans 
Collection  in  London.

Bromley’s  sale  stated  this,  but  that  nevertheless  “ it  is  generally  considered  that 
the  treatment  agrees  entirely  with  that  of  Filippino  Lippi.”  It  also  quoted 
Vasari’s  description  of  “ La  Simonetta  ” as  “ una  giovine  e bella  donna  di  collo 
notabilmente  lungo.  ” Which,  however,  applies  to  the  well-known  portrait  in 
the  Pitti  Gallery  by  Botticelli,  which  is  always  called  “ La  Bella  Simonetta  ” 
(No.  353),  and  is  said  to  be  the  portrait  referred  to  by  Vasari  in  his  life  of  that 
painter  as  one  of  two  profile  portraits  in  the  guardaroba  of  Duke  Cosimo  ; one 
he  says  was  Lucrezia  Tornabuoni,  wife. of  Lorenzo  Medici,  the  other  was  “si 
dici  che  sia  l’innamorata  di  Giuliano  de’  Medici.”  The  Pitti  catalogue  says 
this  lady  was  “chantee”  by  the  poets  Pulci  and  Poliziano  ; and  that  she  was 
born  at  Porto- Venere,  of  a Genoese  family,  and  married  at  Florence  a member 
of  the  noble  house  of  the  Cattani.  But  there  is  in  the  collection  of  which  the 
Due  d’Aumale  has  recently  made  the  magnificent  gift  to  the  French  nation  to 
be  called  the  “ Musee  Conde,”  a portrait  also  called  “ La  belle  Simonette  ” by 
Antonio  Pollajuolo,  which  bears  inscribed  on  it  in  capitals  “SIMONETTA 
JANUENSIS  VESPUCCIA.”  This  is  especially  noticed  in  an  article  in  the 
Journal  des  Dibats,  January,  1887,  by  M.  Billet,  the  expert,  as  one  of  the 
pictures  purchased  by  the  Due  d’Aumale  of  M.  Reiset  in  1879.  The  writer 
also  says  that  some  of  these  pictures  were  from  the  collection  of  M.  S.  Rogers, 
the  poet.  It  is  remarkable  that  a portrait  of  “La  Simonetta”  should  have 
been  in  the  Rogers  Sale,  and  one  attributed  to  Pollajuolo,  as  is  the  one  now  in

Mr.  Barker’s  Collection  was  sold  in 
1874  and  1879  at  Christie’s,  but  the  “ Simonetta  ” does  not  appear  in  , either 
catalogue,  so  it  is  to  be  concluded  that  he  had  sold  it.
